Infrastructure needed 


I AM all for rejuvenation 
of brown land in SE10, 
but I have not seen any 
plans for a new hospital, 
ambulance station, school, 
doctors’ surgery, fire station, 
police station, cemetery or 
crematorium. 

There is no mention of 
infrastructure to supply all 
these new dwellings. 

Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
in Woolwich is bursting 
at the seams as it is and is 
understaffed. Last summer, 
a friend had an accident 
in Trafalgar Road and had 
to wait 50 minutes for an 
ambulance - from Whipps 
Cross Hospital, Essex. 
Residents of SE10 have 
to wait up to three weeks 
for a dentist or doctor’s 
appointment. 

What will it be like in 
another five years, with all 
the building work going on? 

I estimate that within 10 
years, with the developments 
in Greenwich and the rest of 
the plans for the peninsula, 
there will be 15,000 extra 
people living in SE10, plus all 
the extra vehicles.

• A council spokesman said: "All 
planning applications consider 
additional requirements for 
service infrastructure. This 
includes schools, health services 
and other facilities. In addition, 
there are new service centres in 
Eltham and Woolwich - a third 
will open in East Greenwich next 
year, which will provide a new 
council service centre, a library, 
a health centre and a leisure 
facility with two pools, gym and 
indoor sports facilities. 

The council has also recently 
backed a school expansion 
programme that will create 
almost 1,000 primary school 
places creating a new site at 
Greenwich Peninsula with 
capacity to expand it further to 
develop the borough's first all- 
through school. 

Many of the other services 
mentioned do not fall under 
our direct control. However, we 
recently supported a Judicial 
Review against plans to close 
fire stations across London, 
including one in the borough. 
This was dismissed by a high 
court judge, but the council will 
continue to try to safeguard and 
expand services to meet the 
needs of its growing population."

Nursery children learn about 
construction from homes firm 


BOB the Builder started it, and 
now some real-life builders 
have stepped in to show young 
children in Greenwich what the 
construction business is all about. 

Staff from GallifordTry, the 
company behind new houses and 
flats being built in Commerell 
Street, called in on the Robert 
Owen Nursery next door and let 
the children see for themselves 
what building involves. 

They took along a mechanical 
digger, and let the children try on 
some hard hats. 

And they showed them how to 
play building games in their sand 
pit. 

The children have been watching 
as the work progressed, and had 
enjoyed seeing the diggers, dumper 
trucks and cranes at work. 

This inspired them to start their 
own building projects. Fiona Kemp, 
head of the centre, said: “They 
have learned through exploration, 
the best combination of blocks to 
build strong, tall structures. 

“We found with young children, it 
inspires them to learn and play at 
the same time, in this case learning 
more about how things are built 
using building blocks.

IKEA store a 
step closer 

SWEDISH furniture giant IKEA has come a 
step nearer to opening a new store on the 
Greenwich Peninsula. 

The council's planning board gave the 
scheme outline permission last Monday. 

IKEA wants to take over and build on 
a site in Bugsby's Way, now occupied by 
Sainsbury's and the former Comet store. 

Sainsbury's is transferring to new 
premises in Charlton. It received planning 
permission some time ago and ground 
works are already underway. 

IKEA says its development would create 
nearly 500 jobs for local people, plus 200 
jobs during the building work. The store 
would offer a further 80 jobs to service 
contractors, including security, facilities 
management and cleaning services. 

Cllr Ray Walker, chair of the planning 
board, said: "Greenwich Peninsula is a 
major regeneration site and to have a 
well-known retailer in this location is good 
news for the borough. This will support the 
continued growth of Greenwich Peninsula, 
a key location in London and also creates 
nearly 500 new local jobs." 

He said the board had taken account of 
concerns expressed during the meeting 
about traffic management in the area. 

Councillors attached a condition that a 
travel plan for the site would be reviewed 
by an independent assessor every year for 
five years, to measure the impact on traffic. 

The application is still subject to referral 
to the Mayor of London. If approved, work 
is expected to start on the 33,000 square 
metre floor space area once Sainsbury's has 
moved in 18 months to two years' time.

Local people can call into free stop smoking 
clinics at local leisure centres, libraries 
and community centres at any time - no 
appointment necessary! 

There's also a free seven-week group 
programme on offer at Charlton Athletic 
Football Club and the Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
in the evenings so that you can quit with other 
smokers who are facing the same challenges. 

Quitters can also create their own quit 
journey and watch videos of stop smoking 
advisors offering encouragement on a stop 
smoking website, which can also help you 
work out the best way to quit. 

Former smoker of 30 years. Mo, underwent 
a health check in a chemist and said: "The 
check revealed I had a lung capacity age 
much older than I am. Well, that reading 
changed my life!

A PIONEERING system that frees 
up hospital beds by providing health 
and social care to people in their 
own homes has scooped gold in a 
national award ceremony to promote 
innovation in the public sector. 

Royal Greenwich Coordinated Care - 
developed by the royal borough, NHS 
Greenwich CCG, Oxleas NHS Foundation 
Trust and the local voluntary sector - has 
already won praise from the care and 


health sectors, government ministers and 
healthcare experts. 

Last Tuesday, it was awarded gold in the 
Transformation in Heath & Social Care 
category at the Improvement & Efficiency 
Awards 2014, hosted by the Improvement 
and Efficiency Social Enterprise (iESE) 
which promotes innovation and efficiency 
in the public sector. 

The award followed a visit from the 
Sir John Oldham OBE, author of an 
independent report on integrated health 


and social care. 

He met service users, staff and 
councillors to hear about the royal 
borough’s pioneering approach to 
integrated care. 

He said: “I have known about the 
integrated care work in Greenwich for a 
few years. It has changed many lives in 
Greenwich, and through our report, One 
Person, One Team, One System, will have 
the chance to influence what happens to 
millions in the country.” 

Greenwich is one of 14 authorities 
declared ‘pioneers’ in the development of 
integrated health and social care, and is 
sharing best practice nationally. 

A key feature of the Greenwich approach 
is that it allows people to be cared for in 
the community rather than in hospital. 
Care may be provided in their own homes 
or in intermediate care facilities until 
they can return home. The idea is to give 
people time and support to regain their 
independence wherever possible. 

The result has been: 

• reductions in delayed hospital 
discharges for patients over 65 

• improvement in the number of 
A&E attendances and overall hospital 
admissions avoided 

• fewer patients needing long term care 

• increased use of equipment and less 
need for home carers 

• savings of £900,000 to the local 
authority’s care budget, and a 5.5% saving 
to NHS community health budgets. 

Cllr John Fahy, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for health, adults and older 
people, said: “Our integrated care model is 
making a very real difference to the lives of 
our residents. It puts patients at the centre 
of things while the agencies work together 
to make sure the services are planned 
around the needs of the patient. This award 
is the latest recognition for an approach in 
Greenwich that is starting to influence the 
practice of other authorities.”

♦ Patients say that the current experience of hospital-based 
services for routine blood giving or tests for blood clotting 
is not positive. The phlebotomy and anti-coagulation 
department at Queen Elizabeth Hospital is very busy, with 
patients having to wait a long time to be seen 

• Patients also tell us that they do not want to go to hospital 
unless they really need to. They want easier, faster access to 
Wood-testing closer to where they l*e or work. 

Our plan is to keep a hospital -based service for those patients 
who need it. I n addition, we are i n the process of com missioning 
communrty-based blood testing and anthcoagulation services, 
with a range of clinic locations and times, so that patients do not 
have to travel as far or wait as long to have their blood tests done. 

Later this month, our Governing Body will decide who wsll 
provide these additional services, and where, across the 
borough, the services will be located. 

We believe that providing community-based options 
alongside the current hospital-based service will 
lead to improvements in the quality of the service 
and give Greenwich residents more choice.

Schools chefs main 
course is second 
best across London

SCHOOL chef Tereza Tray says 
winning a London-wide accolade 
for one of her school lunch dishes is 
down not only to her team but also 
the wider school community. 

The catering unit manager at Discovery 
Primary School, Thamesmead, was 
highly commended for her main meal in 
the London finals of the Lead Association 
for Catering Education (LACA) chef of 
the year contest. 

Entrants had to submit a main course 
and a pudding with a budget of £1.60. 

There was an overall winner, with 
Tereza’s Moroccan spiced meat balls 
taking highly commended - effectively 
second prize - for the main meal section. 

Her dish was served with vegetable 
couscous, followed by a chocolate and 
beetroot pudding with coconut and 
chocolate sauce. 

Tereza, who works for GS Plus, which 
supplies the catering for most of the 
borough’s schools, said: “Lots of us applied 
and my catering managers encouraged me 
to go for it. My managers and staff thought 
it was a nice dish to do.” 

Testing the dish on the school’s 


380 children, Tereza said it “came 
out perfectly” with no need to make 
alterations. 

Tereza, a unit manager for 15 years, said 
her dish was inspired by the community 
in which she works. 

She explained: “Where I work there are 
children from a lot of ethnic backgrounds, 
so we’re always trying to do meals for 
them. 

“A few years ago a few parents came in 
and helped cook some meals and we also 
have taster days, which really encourages 
me to try more spices.” 


Tereza’s extended family, which includes 
many children, act as her ‘guinea pigs’ for 
recipes, she added, joking: “They’re a bit 
sick of meatballs at the moment!” 

Tereza also had to put on a marketing 
stall about her meal and points were 
scored for nutritious value as well as 
taste, content and presentation.

Teenagers learn LIFE skills from borough firefighters 


YOUNGSTERS who took part in a 
course under the wing of the fire 
brigade showed off some of their new 
skills at a passing out ceremony in 
front of their families.

Off to patrol 
a new beat 


Police chief leaves after five years

THE borough’s top policeman has 
left Royal Greenwich after nearly five 
years in the job. 

Det. Chief Supt Richard Wood, the 
borough commander, is moving to the 
London Borough of Lambeth. 

Since he arrived in Greenwich, Mr 
Wood, 44, has seen crime fall by nearly 
a third. He said: “I am proud of what we 
have achieved and the reductions we have 
seen across the board from burglary to 
robberies and violent crime. Our job never 
stops and while the statistics are on our 
side, showcasing the work we have done, 
behind every crime there is a victim and 
I always remind my officers that victims 
are at the centre of what we do.” 

One of his proudest moments was while 
policing the borough during the 2012 
Olympics, which he said was a unique 
experience. One of his most difficult came 
following the killing of Fusilier Lee Rigby 
near Woolwich Barracks. He said: “It was 
a time of shock and dismay. The whole 


community pulled together and showed 
their compassion and strength.” 

Mr Wood said the Violent and Organised 
Crime Unit (VOCU) was an example of 
how the council and police had worked 
together to tackle gangs, drugs and 
violence. He said: “The unit is a great 
success fully backed up by the council 
which has funded the unit from its 
inception. Dedicated officers work 
around the clock to arrest those bringing 
drug dealing and gang violence to our 
streets.” 

Mr Wood had worked in the borough 
as a detective constable and a detective 
sergeant in the 1990s. A farewell reception 
was held for him at Woolwich Town 
Hall, hosted by the Mayor, Cllr Angela 
Cornforth. Guests included borough 
councillors, faith leaders and borough 
deans, Woolwich MP Nick Raynsford, Lt 
Col Bob Christopher from the Woolwich 
military station, His Honour Judge 
Kinch, the Resident Judge for Woolwich, 
the Bishop of Woolwich, and the 
borough’s Deputy Lieutenant Pieter van 
der Merwe.

T HE country's first 
dedicated plant for 
recycling plastic bags has 
opened up on Nathan 
Way in Thamesmead - 
and it already has plans 
to expand and take on 
more people. PlasRecycle 
recycles polyethylene bags, 
to produce clean plastic 
granules, which are then 
used to manufacture new 
bags and other products. It 
can process 20,000 tonnes 
a year, equivalent to 2.5 
billion shopping bags. The 
royal borough's Business 
Engagement Team helped 
the firm launch, giving 
advice on planning 
permission and site 
expansion, and discussed 
employment opportunities 
for job seekers registered 
with Greenwich Local 
Labour and Business 
(GLLaB), the borough's 
training and jobs agency. 
The business was founded 
by Duncan Grierson, now 
its chief executive, with 
funds from the Waste 
and Recycling Board that 
helps businesses recycling 
in London. He said: "The 
business engagement 


people were very helpful 
to us. We currently have 22 
people, and we expect to 
take on another eight by 
late April. We are aiming to 
expand our capacity, and 
expect to have a total of 50 
staff next year. 

"We are hiring locals 
wherever we can, and 
will be using GLLaB as we 
expand.

Kings of string 

THEY can't possibly have expected it would 
last. A non-descript instrument with only 
four strings, with George Formby its single 
famous exponent. And yet world tours keep 
on rolling and their venues sell out. 
Blackheath Halls was again packed to the 
rafters for their performance last week. 
Together since 1 985, two women and six 
men. The Ukulele Orchestra of Great Britain 
has never been stronger. "It's a wonderful 
venue," George Hinchliffe, a founder 
member, told Greenwich Time, "and we 
always enjoy coming back." 

If the instrument lacks gravitas, then so too 
does the group, self-depreciation running 
deep in them all.

They effortlessly 
slid between classical - the galloping rhythm 
of Rossini's William Tell Overture particularly 
well suited to the instrument - and pop, 
their rendition of the "Dam Busters" quite 
delightful. 

More surprising perhaps was the quality of 
the vocals, their disparate tones fusing nicely. 
They engaged with their audience, the crowd 
encouraged to shout out, the repartee is at 
times very funny. "I had no idea they were so 
good," an elderly gentleman remarked to his 
wife and, quite frankly, neither had I.

WINNERS of the royal borough’s swimming 
championships collected their medals at the 
Town Hall last Wednesday. 

Mostly competing for Greenwich Royals, 
talented competitors included Rahul 
Shrestha, who won all four stroke titles in 
the 12 years age group, with Jack Parnell 
twice claiming silver - and once bronze - 
behind him.

Tilly 
Evans took two titles (backstroke and 
breaststroke), in the 13/14 years section. 

Those were all over 100 metres. There 
were also races over 50 metres for younger 
competitors. In the age 10 section, Jamaal 
Francis showed his all-round strengths with 
four titles, with Andrew Atkins taking two 
silvers and a bronze. 

Timothy Leberl, aged 11, also managed a 
clean sweep of four titles in his age-group, 


Kenz Hilton taking three silvers and a 
bronze behind him, with Bradley Khizzah 
winning three bronzes and a silver. 

For the boys, nine-year-old Thomas 
O’Flynn took freestyle and breaststroke 
golds and Jack Brunnen the butterfly title, 
Seb Jarvis winning the backstroke. 

For the girls, in the aged nine category, 
Zoi Lakatos (freestyle), Melissa Khizzah 
(butterfly), Lucy Skinner (breaststroke) and 
Anissa Bacha (backstroke) took gold. 

For girls aged 10, Kirsty Moore won 


freestyle and butterfly gold, Alice Hickson 
breaststroke and Shona Cullen backstroke. 

Matilda Jarvis won breaststroke and 
freestyle golds in the 11 years section, 
with Scarlett Callaghan backstroke and 
Madeleine Skinner butterfly. 

Cllr Peter Kotz, the borough’s cabinet 
member for cultural and creative industries, 
said: “It is wonderful to see we have so many 
talented swimmers and on behalf of the 
royal borough I congratulate them on their 
achievements.”

to get back to her category weight of 
under 58kg, even if she had to spend the 
morning of her competition in the sauna 
to do so. 

She managed six clean lifts to finish 
with a total of 206kg. 

Now she believes there is a strong 
chance she can gain an even better medal 
than the bronze she took at the last 
Commonwealth Games in Delhi, India, in 
2010 - when she was just 16. 

“I could probably lift the weight I did 
there standing on my head,” she said. “In 
Glasgow I should be stronger, better and 
more prepared and know how to handle 
myself in a big competition.” 

While Zoe tops the list of those expected 
to be picked for England at the Games, 
selection is never guaranteed. 

“This year is going to be interesting,” 
said Zoe, referring to the surprise return 
of Michaela Breeze, who was UK No 1 and 
who had retired. 

“I think the qualification is going to be 
as competitive as the Commonwealth 
Games itself,” she said. 

Such fierce competition should bode 
well when it comes to Glasgow. 

“I think the Australian girl who won gold 
in Delhi has moved up a weight category 
and from what I’ve seen internationally 
I’m in good contention to win a medal and 
potentially win. I’m excited.”

Powering back

WEIGHTLIFTER Zoe Smith was 
starting to wonder whether she 
would return to competitive 
lifting after suffering a hack 
injury just over a year ago. 

But after an impressive return to 
action at the English Championships, 
the 19-year-old Greenwich Starting 
Blocks ambassador now thinks she 
could win gold at the Commonwealth 
Games in Glasgow in August. 

A move to Bath, where she now 
also coaches, brought a tie-up with 
a new mentor, Sam Dovey of KBT 
Education, whose team set her on a 


rehab programme and nutritional 
diet which has refuelled Zoe’s desire. 

At the English Championships at the 
end of last month, the Starting Blocks 
athlete was one of 13 weightlifters to 
achieve the qualifying mark for the 
Commonwealth Games. 

The team will be picked after the 
British Championships in May, 
before which Zoe has the European 
equivalent in April. 

Zoe said: “I had all of 2013 bar one 
competition out injured. I’m happy 
to be back doing my thing, not just 
hoping to get better [from the injury] 
at some point.” 

Her blog after the championships 
made it sound like she had felt 
like she might never return to 


competition. “That was basically it,” 
she confessed. 

“After the Olympic Games in 
London, it was a kind of massive 
anti-climax going back to training. 
I wasn’t enthused to be back in the 
gym and didn’t do things right. 
Nobody was pushing me. 

“When I got injured, it was rubbish, 
but it didn’t feel like the end of the 
world. I thought I’d probably get 
back into it at some stage, then all 
of a sudden it was Commonwealth 
Games year.” 

She said she was “lucky” to have 
linked up with Dovey - who put her 
on a regime where she has managed
